Newton School Board. 

Mr. J. Edward Hollis presided at the 
mco.ing of the School Board Wednesday 
evening and Mtsars. Bond, Ober, Hale 
Whlto, Lawrence, Hornhrooko, Drew, 
Harwood and Moatl, and Mrs. Davis and 
Mrs. Martin were present. 

After the opcniDg of tbe session Mr 
Drew moved that the board go into ex- 
ecutive session and consider the resigna- 
tion of Superintendent Jones. 

The board remained in executive sea 
sion about 15 minutes, during which time 
tbe resignation of Superintendent Jones 
was accepted and a successor appointed 
in the person of Mr. G. I. Aldrich of 
Quincy, at present superintendent of tbe 
Quincy public schools. 

Again assembling with unoloaed doors 
Mr. Mead made the motion that tbs 
rules aud regulatlous, which have been 
the cause of the recent difficulty between 
the present superintendent and the 
board, be laid upon the tnble that the 
new superintendent may look thorn over. 
Tbero may bo some changes whiob he 
would think advisable which could be 
mado with the sanction of tbe board. 

Mr. Bond thought it most desirable 
that the rules be amended before an- 
other year and he thought it well for tbe 
board to take up and complete tbo mat- 
ter during December. He moved that 
when the board adjourned it should bo 
for one woek to consider tbo rttlos and 
regulations. 

A long winded disottssion thon ensued 
upon this motion of Mr. Bond. 

Mr. Hornbrooko said tlio board camo 
hero tonight with tbe ostensible purposo 
of attonding to this matter of rules and 
regulations, aud bo hoped they would 
attend to the matter before adjourning. 

Mr. Hale said nothing bad yet beon 
accomplished iu tbo matter and if tbo 
board were to adjourn it would be well 
to appoint a committee to enable the 
board to get nearer to tbe end of tbe 
business. 

Mr. Lawrence said it was a matter ol 
considerable weight and if a radical 
change In tlio rules aud-regnlations is to 
bo made, it should be done with the co- 
operation of tbo man whom we select 
for superintendent. Tuc speaker said it 
was on a motion of his own that this 
question of rules was taken up and that 
it was dune under some prossure. A 
committee took the matter under advise- 
ment and have reported. He thought it 
was best to let tbe question lay on the 
table until the superintendent is conver- 
sant with his uew ground and then take 
up tbe report and make suob changes as 
may be desirable. 

Mr. White agreed with Mr. Lawrence 
and said though there might bo no 
trouble, yet if tbe now suderintendeut 
should bo a mau with radical notions 
there might bo a lack of harmony. Bet- 
ter to fit the rules to tbe mau than tbe 
mau to the tules. 

Mr. Harwood said there had been a 
constant change ol policy taking place iu 
tbe Newton sobools and they have suffer- 
ed therefrom. A settled policy should 
be taken up, Rules so framed as not to 
conflict with methods of teaching, text- 
books aud other matters should be 
adopted. A set of rules of permanent 
policy can be established which shall not 
be subject to constant change. 

Mr. Lawrouce asked if tbo change 
would not be as woll iu February as uow, 
and Mr. Harwood said it could be done 
uow as well as then. 

Mr. Lawreuco thought not. A fixed 
policy is cmiueutly important, said Mr. 
Lawrence. He hoped the rules would 
bo tabled for tile present. 

Mr. Drew thought if tbe rules wore 
left for tlio present it would tend to a 
permanent policy. He said the rules 
are radically different from tbo views of 
.Superintendent Joues. 

Mr. Whito stid tbe whole tenor and 
spirit of these rules seems to place the 
wholo power in the hands of the super- 
intendent. He did not Relieve in a policy 
which puts the whole power iu tho su- 
perintendent. If something between tbe 
two extremes can be struck; if a middle 
line can be struck, then let tbe new 
supenutendeut adapt himself to the 
chauge. A man just accepting tbe posi- 
tion of superintendent would not care to 
say much about these rules. 

Mr. Bond withdrew bis motion of ad- 
journment at this time aud Mr. White 
moved that tbe rules and regulations be 
takou from tbe table for revisiou and 
settled tonight. This was passed on tho 
second vote 0 to 5. 

Mr. Hale moved that tbe board go into 
a committee of the whole, and Mr. Hollis 
resignod the chair to Mr. Halo. 

Mr. White made a motion that the 
district committee remain for the present- 

Mr. Mead hoped the motion would pre 
vail. 

Mr. Drew said the city bad got a 
countrified system of equally powerful 
boards of three in each ward. They 
make no report to the board and are 
supreme iu their own wards. It is better 
to have oue committee of three. Any 
question brought before tbo board 
would then be referred to this coir, 
mittec for investigation. 

Mr. Harwood said the instruction and 
supervising of teachers should remain 
with the superintendent The committee 
should never conflict with tbe superin- 
tendent. Tiie gentleman favored con- 
tinuing the district committees, but of 
defining their duties farther ou. 

lu uuswor to a question from Mr. Law- 
rence, Mr. Harwood said during bis 14 
years experience as teacher in the Nowtou 
school, the superintendent always gave 
him instructions as to the method of 
teaching desired, aud that he had never 
known a case where a district committee 
had interfered in such matters. 

Mr. Hurubrooke could see uo advan- 
tage in having a committee of only 
three. It would be just as hard for the 
superintendent to find them as now, uud 
it would be a difficult matter to pick 
three men out of sevou different wards. 

Mr. lloud felt that the committee 
report was right uud he must support it. 
There is a great disadvantage iu having 
seven different cummittuos pulling iu 
different directions. 

Mr. Ober said one of the worst features 
of these district committees is the taking 
of power from the superintendent. 
Tbero are oases where tbe efficiency of 
good teachers has deteriratud from 
long contact with the same school. A 
single committee would appreciate these 
cases aud act accordingly. 

Mr. White thought the fact that this 
committee cannot act without the board 
bad been overlooked iu the discussion. 
The system of district committees is a 
reasonable cheek upon the superinten- 
dent. 

A motion by Mr. While to retain the 
district committee was then passed. 

Thu work of making various changes 
iu the rules uud regulations then pro- 
ceeded. Thu hoard adjourned at 10.20.

A Brief History of Our Tariffs Bcforo 
the War. 

TARIFFS 1780-1808. 

No claims ot the protectionists is more 
persistently asserted, and with less truth, 
than that every incrense in duties on im- 
ports hns beon followed by a period of 
prosperity enused by such increase, and 
that every decrcaso in duties has boon 
followed by orisos ami depressions in 
trade direotly attributable to such reduc- 
tions. Thus they point to tho tariff of 
1780 ns tho oause of prosperity down to 
1812, and to tho tariff of 1810 ns having 
caused tho depression which followed 
three years later. Prosperity, thoy as- 
sert, was not again restored until tho pas- 
sage of the tariff of 1824. They also as- 
sert that tho compromise tariff of 18311 
was directly responsible for the crises of 
1837, that the tariff of 1842 made the 
country prosperous again, and finally 
that the tariff of 1857 brought on tho 
crises of the same year. In abort, it is 
their claim that high tariffs bring pros- 
perity and low tariffs stagnation and 
depression. What are the facts? 

The adoption of the constitution in 
1780 established free trade between tbo 
States. It also abolished all State tariffs, 
and the act of 1780 merely united all 
the states with a single zollverein. This 
was distinctly a revenue tariff, and was 
enacted as quickly as possible in order to 
take advantage of tho early importations 
and secure a revenue for the Govern- 
ment. It was in the main the scale of 
duties already recommondcd by tbo Con- 
tinental Congress and approved by the 
New York importing merchants in their 
memorial to tho Legislature, on the ex- 
press ground that thoy wore so low as 
neither to obstruct commerce nor en- 
courage smuggling. It imposed high 
duties on luxuries and low rates on the 
necessaries .of life. Few articles wore 
enumoratodj and on all non-enumorated 
articles the rate was but C per cent. As 
a revenue tariff it wsb systematized in 
1700, and amonded from timo to time 
down to 1812 by increasing or lowering 
the rates, as tho necessities of the reve- 
nue demanded, That the country was 
prosperous no one will deny, but not 
until the time of Care] was this prosper- 
ity attributed to the tariff. Ou the con- 
trary, it was duo first of all to the faot 
that for the varying, frequently arbitary 
and higher tariffs which obstructed trade 
between the several colonies, was sub- 
stituted a single low tariff for foreign 
imports with absolute free trade betweon 
the States. 

TARIFFS 1808-1810. 

The embargo and the war stopped im- 
portations as effectually as a prohibitive 
tariff could have done it. Tho stimulus 
thus given to all manufacturing enter- 
prises, together with that given to agri- 
culture by the continued foreign demand 
for bread-stuffs aud the intlation of tbo 
currency, brought on an era of specula- 
tion and high prices. This is the era 
pointed at with so much pride by the 
protectionists of to-duy as a most pros- 
■\ perous one. As well speak of the four 
’ years of civil war from 1801 to 1805 as 
years of great prosperity, for the two 
periods wore the same in every particu- 
lar. Though written a quarter of a cen- 
tury before, tho following from Adam 
Smith correctly describes the period: 

“In the midst of the most destructive 
foreign war, therefore, the greater part 
of manufactures may frequently flourish 

g reatly, and, on the contrary, thoy may 
ecline ou the return of tho peace. They 
may flourish amid the ruin of thoir 
countrv, aud begin to decay on the re- 
turn of its prosperity. 

tariffs 1810-1824. 

With Europe again at peace, and with 
the falliug off in our exports of bread- 
stuffs which followed three years after 
the war, the bubblo was pricked, and the 
crises of 1810 preceded a return to a nor- 
mal state of affairs. To the enactment 
of the tariff of 1810, which, while it im- 
posed lower duties on some products 
than existed beforo tho war, and higher 
duties on others, this crises of 1811) is 
ascribed. Tho tariff of 1818 was, ub wo 
bnvo seen, with tho exception of the 
duties on a few products, no more pro- 
tective than that of 181(1, and yot tbo 
country quickly recovered from tho de- 
pression, aud the four years following 
were acknowledged to have been years 
of prosperity. II tho tariff of 1810, there- 
fore, caused the crises of 1810, was it not 
at the sumo time the cause of the pros- 
perous era following that crises? 

TARIFFS 1824-1882. 

Duties were again raised by tho tariff 
of 1824, aud iu 1825 a depression oeourred. 
The four years during which this tariff 
was iu operation cannot be said to have 
been years of prosperity. The prices of all 
agricultural products fell to a lower 
level than they had over been before, the 
growth of shipping was retarded, and 
manufactures, especially that of wool, 
were depressed. Complaints arose ou all 
sides, leading up to the convention of 
Harrisburg, and its domnud for ldghor 
duties. The tariff of 1828 was enacted, 
and while it enabled high profits to be 
made iu a few brauehos of industry, its 
effects were so universally bad iu other 
directions that the friends as well as tho 
enemies of protection; were, glad to get 
rid of it in 1832. 

tariffs 1833-42. 

Loud complaints were tnado against 
the compromise tariff of 1833, providing 
for successive reduction of duties, and it 
was predicted that its effects would be 
disastrous, llut tho years from 1833 to 
1842 were years of wonderful progruss iu 
overy direction. During this period tho 
iron industry was freed from the shuckles 
of old methods, and by the adoptiou of 
new ones, was so stimulated that the 
production of iron was more than 
doubled iu ten years. Farm products 
commanded higher prices than at any 
previous periotl since 181U, and tho cot- 
ton aud woolen industries were acknowl- 
edged to have yielded fair profits, l’ub- 
lio improvements wore uudertakeu. and 
excellent systems of transportation by 
roads, canals and railwuys projected. 
The crisis of 1837 was caused uot by the 
tariff but by tho fuct that tho Stutos hud 
uudertakeu more than they could per- 
form. The immense undertakings 
whioh they projected, the dowufull of 
the liank of the United States and tho 
rise of wild-cat State banks, with the re- 
sulting inflation iu the currency, all con- 
tributed to bring about the crisis. An 
important evidence of this is seen iu 


bank loans, which increased from $200,- 
451,000 in 1830 to $525,115,000 in 1837. 

tariffs 1842-1840. 

The return to protective duties In 1842 
wns marked by great depression In every 
branch of industry in 1843. During the 
four yoArs in which this tariff wns in 
foroe tho prices of farm products were 
lowor than thoy had ever beon before. 
Wheat., which hnd averaged $1.85 per 
bushol from 1833 to 1842, fell to an aver- 
age of $1.02 per bushel from 1843 to 1840, 
and cotton was never lower in price sinco 
the formation of the Government than it 
was in these four years. 

tariffs 1840-1800. 

Under tho operation of the low tariff 
of 1840 and tho still lowor tariff of 1867 
the growth of the country was steady 
and constant. All agricultural products 
rose in price and remained high. At tho 
snmn time manufactures flourished and 
prospered, wages roso, wealth increased, 
especially in farming sections, and the 
fourteen years previous to 1801 arc ac- 
knowledged on all sides to have been the 
most prosperous years since the United 
Statos .became a nation. Instead of de- 
manding higher duties protectionists of 
former years united with their oppo- 
nents in advocating the tariff of 1867. 
Hut this peitod is best described by 
James G. Blaine iu his "Twenty Years 
in Congress:” 

“The free trade tariff of 1840 was 
pnBsedjand Mr. Dallas, who had been 
nominated bocause of Iris record as a 
protectionist, was subjected to the hu- 
miliation of giving hiB casting vote as 
Vioo-President in favor of a tariff which 
was execrated in Pennsylvania. . . . 
Tho Whig victors of 1848 was not suffic- 
iently decisive to warrant an attempt, 
even had there been a desire to change 
the tariff. . . . Moreover, the tariff 

of 1840 was yielding abundant revenue, 
aud the business of the country wns in a 
flourishing condition at the time his ad- 
ministration was organized. Money be- 
carao very abundant after tho year 1840; 
largo enterprises were undertaken, spec- 
ulation was prevalent, and for a consider- 
able period the prosperity of tho country 
was general and apparently genuine. 
After 1852 the Democrats hnd almost un- 
disputed control of the Government and 
had gradually bocomo a free trade party. 
The principles embodied in tbo tariff of 
1840 seemed for the time to be so entirely 
vindicated and approved that resistance 
to it ceased, not only among the people 
but among the proteotivo economists, 
and even among manufacturers to a large 
extent. So general was this acqui- 
escence that in 1850 a protective tariff 
was not suggested or oven hinted by any 
ono of tbo three parties which repre- 
sented Presidential candidates, 

“It was not surprising, therefore, that 
with a plethoric condition of the Nation- 
al Treasury for two or three consecutive 
yearR, the Democratic Congress, in the 
closing session of Pierce’s administra- 
tion, enacted what hns since been known 
as the tariff of 1857. By this law the 
duties were placed lower thau they had 
been at any time since tho war of 1812. 

The act was well received by the peo- 
ple, and indeed w s concurred iu by a 
considerable proportion of the Republi- 
can party Mr. Seward voted 

against it, but his colleague, Mr. Hamil- 
ton Fish, voted for it. Mr. Sewaid 
represented tho protective tendencies of 
tho country districts of New York and 
Mr. Fish the free trade tendencies of tho 
city. Mr. Summer aud Mr. Wilson both 
voted for it as did also Senator Allen of 
Rhode Island, the direct representative 
of tho manufacturers of that State. Mr. 
Boll of New Hampshire, voted for it, 
while Senators Collamcr and Foote of 
Vermont voted against it. Mr. Fessenden 
did uot oppose it, but his colleague, •»?». 
Nourse, voted ngainst it, Tho Connecti- 
cut Senators, Foster and Toucy, one of 
each partyj supported tho measure. 

“In the House the Now England repre- 
sentatives generally voted for the bill, 
but Mr. Morrill of Vermont opposed 'it.”

Globe TiiEATRBi-Miss AgneB Hunt- 
ington returns to Boston next Monday to 
give the first production of her new 
upera, “Capt. Thereso,” in which she 
hns already made a great success 
throughout her tour. Tho opera has 

S roved to bo quite as popular as "Paul 
ones” was last season, aud Miss Hunt- 
ington is said to bo equally fitted iu the 
role of Capt. Thoresc as iu that of Paul 
Jones. The musio of “Capt. Therese” 
affords Miss Huntington excellent oppor- 
tunities for the display of her grand 
vocal abilities, aud tho opera, as a whole, 
has made ono of tho groat successes of 
tho season. The music, it is said, is of 
Planquetto’B best, the solos being par- 
ticularly flue. Tbo notion of the opera 
is Inid between 1585 nnd 1500, in the 
looality about Dijon, Franco. The cos- 
tumes are all imported, nnd the scenery 
and stage settings nro must elaborate.

Min- 
nie Ilnuk has in this enterprise aimed to 
gut together the best oumpauy known in 
America iu the present guueration, aud 
her succors iu this Endeavor is generally 
admitted. Mme. Hank has surrounded 
herself with some capital urtists includ- 
ing M. Moutariol, a tenor singer who has 
hud few equals here, either as a vocal or 
dramatic artist sinco Mig.

It was tho quietest election we have 
had in years and there was so little ex- 
citement that many citizens went off to 
Boston without remembering that any 
election was in progress. There were no 
posters on the sidewalks and 110 trans- 
parencies at the railroad stations, and 
tho only evidence of election day was 
found in the polling places. The vote 
was consequently a very light one, the 
total for Mayor only showing 1701 votes, 
while there arc 4210 names on the voting 
list. Thoso who did vote, took pains to 
mark all through the ticket, the vote for 
oouneilmeu differing but little from the 
vote for Mayor. 

For aldermen, Mr. Wilson was elected 
over Mr. Dutch in Waul Three, tho latter 
gentleman having the honor of carrying 
his own ward, also Ward One and several 
of the precincts, and making an unusual- 
ly good run for a candidate not on 
cither of the Tegular tickets. Council- 
man Sprague cai ried tho day over Alder- 
man Crehore, tire latter carrying his o\yu 
ward and Ward Seven while Mr. Sprague 
had a large majority in Wards One, 
Two and Five, where the Citizen’s ticket 
is usually victorious, and a largo 
majority in Ward Six, which was about 
tli e only ward which held to the usual 
party lines. 

From Ward Five Alderman Hyde was 
reelected, carrying every ward and 
every precinct but Upper Falls, where 
the friends ot Dr. Thompson gave him a 
handsome vote. In this case again, 
party lines did not hold, and Alderman 
Hyde receivod a largo portion of the 
Citizen’s. votes. 

Aldcuneu Collin, Churchill and Ilar- 
bacli were tied on the number of votes, 
coming next to the Mayor, and Alderman 
Hyde rt-ceivcd tlie largest vote of any 1 
candidate who had a contest. 

The Common Council promises to be 
an unusually strong body this year. | 
Ward Seven returns Mr. Forknnll and 
sends an able representative in Mr. Geo. 1 
S. Downs. Ward Two send* two new 
men in Messrs. Green and Lunt, and I 
Ward Three solved its contests by elect- j 
ing one Republican, Mr. Staples, aiul one 
Citizen, Mr. Bennett, nud the result I 
given general satisfaction to all parties, j 

Ward Four returns Mr. Jordan and 
sends a new man in Mr. Knapp, and ' 
Ward Five returns Mr. Moultou and j 
elects one of tho lively citizens of Waban, 
Mr. McGee; Waid Six returns Mr. Uoffe, ! 
and elects a new man in Mr. II. D. 
Degen, and Ward Seven returns both 
Messrs. Bothfeld and Weed. The con- 
test over a President will probably come 
between Messrs. Bothfeld and it iffe. 

There was the usual large majoiity fur 
ii<) license, and the unanimity ot the 
electiou was such that the counters had 
an easy time, and ail finished their uoik 
before nine o'clock. 


The reference to the water pipes on ' 
Boylstou siieet in the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen hist week, might 
have been taken as refleeting on the , 
Water Board and Superintendent. It was 
slid that the pipes were only a foot and 
a half below the surface, but it should i 
lie added that the pipes weie laid some 
live years ago, at the regulation depth 
of live feel, and that the highway de- 
partment lias recently lowered the grade . 
of the street some three feet, which of 
course brings the pipes within two feet 
of the ground, and recent measurements • 
showed that that was their position. 
The pipes are being relaid Ibis week, 
and the expense is being charged to the 
highway department. This explanation 
is due to 1 he Superintendent of ihu 
Water Board, as pipes are laid under his 
direction, and his department is one of 
1 lie best managed in the city. 

The elections are now over for thu 
year, and all citizens will experience a 
feeling of iclief. Biennial elections for 
all state arid city officers would be often 
enough, and the le oiiu lias got to come 
sooner or later. With the increase of 
pay granted to election officers, bien- 
nial election would be in the interests of 
economy. As all officers who dcaiie it 
are giveu two tciuis, the folly of going lo 
great expense to hold elections every 
year ought to be evident to every citizen. 

Mil. Aldrich, who has been elected to 
succeed Mi. J mes as superintendent of 
schools, now tills a similar office in 
(juiucy and Milton. His name was con- 
s d. red favorably and he was endorsed 
by an ex-mayor of Quiuey, us the best 
sLipeiiutuudeut he had ever known. His 
acceptance is nut entirely certain, but the 
school committee have hopes that lie will 
respond favorably, lie is a graduate of 


In Favor of Cremation. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn read a paper before the 
New England Crcma.iou Society, at the 
residence of ouo of its members on Bea- 
con street, Boston, Tuesday evening, iu 
which he said there is no reason why 
cremation should not be allowable, and, 
in many cases, preferable. It is as reput- 
able as burying at sea. With many, cre- 
mation is the symbol of irreligion. I 
don’t believe, said the speaker, that it 
will ever become general, but it will gain 
ground. Admitting the uniformity of 
Christian uses, it is by no means de- 
manded that we shall bury our dead as 
we do; there is no command in the sa- 
cred scripture as to tho modp of burial, 
nor is there in our Lord’s teachings. 

The speaker showed that the Bible did 
not refer to burning the body. The 
funeral pyre of the pagans was indor 1 
repulsive to tho Christians, and they 
shrank from it. Then some erroueous 
views of resurrection prejudiced the 
people. 

Cremation only liasteus a process c e- 
signed by nature; it puis 110 banierin thu 
way of faith. The speaker favored it 
because it emphasises want meets tiie 
Christian idea of resurrection. Ho pic- 
tured the sanitaiy advantages of crema- 
tion, iu our limes, when cities and towns 
are growing so rapidly. Wiiy should not 
the process take the place of interment' 
Air and water would bo freer from con- 
tamination, and many claim that germs 
Of certain diseases can never be expelled 
except by lire. 

Emergency Notes. 

1. The need of the Hygiene and Emer 
geucy Society was illustrated a short 
time ago, iu a certain place, iu the treat- 
ment of an injured person. A man met 
wi.h a severe accident. A number of. 
persons were eager to do something for 
him, but unhappily they all seemed pos- 
sessed with the notion that the right 
thing to do was. to pour whiskey and 
brandy down his throat. Tho result was 
that the poor fellow was made thorough- 
ly drunk, and the surgeons and nurses 
had a hard time to control him while 
t Ley attended to bis injuries. Moderate 
stimulation would have been helpful, 
but (lie drenching he got was anything 
but helpful. 

2. The oiler of prizes to the pupils of 
tho public schools of Newton does not 
seem to bo properly understood. The 
composition is to bn beaded, “What to 
do in Emergencies,” ami is to treat all 
the different topics tinted 111 .1 previous 
issue of this paper. The best papers on 
first help to the injured will receive the 
prizes. Scholars would do well to luok 
up t lie issue of the Graphic containing 
the offer. 

3. Something entirely new is to bo 
started under tiie auspices of iho Hy- 
giene and Emergency S ciety. It is a 
class iu House Sanitation for ladies, un- 
der the direction of a lady. There will 
lie six classes on House Construction; 
especially cellars, plumbing, warming, 
and ventilation. This will be a good op- 
portunity to learn something about mai- 
lers of which most housekeepers are 
now not well informed. 

•4. A meeting, open to the public, is 
soon to be held in West Newton, iu 
which the aims and purposes of the Hy- 
giene and Emergency Society will bo 
tiilly explained. 

Tula Society has entered upon its sec- 
ond year with considerable energy, and 
hopes to popularize its methods by hav- 
ing them hotter known to people living 
111 ilillcient sections of the city. *

Fed and watered, shel- 
tered and brushed, tho colt soon re- 
gained liis plump form, nnd sleek skin, 
and became a handsome frolioksomn 
horse. Not until strong nnd able to 
work was he asked to do anything, and 
then he gladly did Ills full share. 

His had been a sad experience, lint ho 
had learned well tho lesson, that they 
who over roe nnd they who work are 
partners, each being nimble to do with- 
out the other. Ho learned, too, that the 
worst slavery Is that which follows entire 
disregard of the interests nnd good of 
others. We are all partners and cannot 
live independent of encli other. — Sidney 
Clare in Now York Observer.

Judge Finletter, in charging flic jury 
in n case tried in common picas court, 
gave an opinion emphatically sustaining 
the rights of husbands to rule their 
homes. 

The suit was that of John Yates 
against Christinim F/ M. Greaves, 
brought to recovi i damages for falso 
arrest nnd malicious prosecution. Miss 
Greaves boarded in Yates' house. 8ho 
was ordered by him to leave, but Mrs. 
Yates, to whom Miss Greaves paid her 
board, told her to stay. Yates subse- 
quently, upon coming home, quarreled 
with liis wife nnd, it is alleged, choked 
her, and when Miss Greaves interfered, 
it is alleged, he threatened her. The 
next morning Mrs. Yates went with 
Miss Greaves to a magistrate’s office, 
where the latter swore out a warrant 
charging Yates with threatening her 
life. He was locked up, nnd spent the 
night in a station house. 

Miss Greaves did not appear against 
Yates the next day and lie was dis- 
charged, but in lipr behalf it was alleged 
that her nonappearance was due to a 
solicitation by Yates’ brother-in-law, 
who Raid that he conldn’tget bail. After 
his release Yates brought the present 
suit against Miss Greaves. 

Judge Finletter said that Miss Greaves 
should have obeyed the direction of 
Yates to leave. She had no right to re- 
main in tlie house against liis wish. The 
jury would therefore have to find a ver- 
dict for tlie plaintiff. In arriving at the 
damages they should consider tlie condi- 
tion in life of the parties, but iu finding 
for the plaintiff they should not "fix 
their verdict' for him for a few dollars or 
a few cents, making it ridiculous by tlie 
small amount, but they should give him 
such a sum as would show that in Phila- 
delphia every husband lias the right and 
must rule his own household.” 

Tlie jury after a short deliberation re- 
turned a verdict of $590 for the plaintiff. 
—Philadelphia Press. 

Sons of Distinguished Siren. 

In a down town cafe the other day 1 
met two gentlemen whose names will 
recall remarkable men and remarkable 
events in American history. They wero 
Lieutenant Fremont and Lieutenant 
Lawrence, of the United States navy. 
Tlie former is tlie son of the late distin- 
guished John C. Fremont, “tire Path- 
finder,” who ran for president of the 
United States, and tlie other was Lnw- 
reuce, the grandson of the hero of Lake 
Erie, old “don’t give up the ship.” That 
these two gentlemen should come into 
the New York lunch room for something 
to eat and drink was nothing remark- 
able, but that they should coine in arm 
and arm, two naval chums, was some- 
tiling sufficient to stir the imagination.

How to Select a Turkey. 

In this country only is the turkey 
found in a wild state. It is very fitting, 
therefore, that iu tlie Christmas dinner 
it should be tlie principal dish. The 
turkey must be wisely chosen, well 
cooked and properly served. It should 
be short and plump, the meat white, 
with some fat, tlie legs black and smooth; 
and if there he spurs they should he 
short. Tlie end of tlie breastbone should 
be flexible, more like gristle than bone. 
A turkey that is long in proportion to 
its size, and lias dark or bluish flesh, 
may be tender, but certainly will not bo 
finely flavored and juicy. A dry picked 
turkey will be found to have a much 
better flavor than a scalded one. All 
poultry that is dry picked costs a few 
cents a pound more than the scalded, 
but is well worth the extra price. — Maria 
Parloa in Ladies’ Home Journal.

Ncwlon Cemetery. 

To tho Editor of tho ORAi-ntc: 

We are today freshly reminded of one 
of tbe great needs of the people of New- 
ton. 

In the centre of half a dozen villages, 
Providence seems to have preserved 
ample and peculiarly appropriate grounds 
for a cemetery, which intelligent citizens 
saw and dedicated to that use, and which 
with taste and judicious management, 
has become today a beautiful gem in the 
very heart of tlie city. 

Not quite so dazzling perhaps as Mount 
Auburn aud we hope will nevor become 
ao. But its quiet beauty and silent 
eloquenco is a soul refreshing pleasure 
to rational minds. A ramble through 
its varied beautios is a cultivation of tho 
moral status. 

Thousands annually soo and feel its in- 
fluence, but many other thousands who 
ought to be ablo to do eo. are debarred 
fot tho want of any oily facility of visit- 
ing it at such times as they can devote to 
it. A gentleman who keeps bis carriage 
or who can afford to biro can go at any 
timo, but the many who would bo glad 
to go and who would be benflted by it, 
are prevented for want of an easy and 
cheap way of getting to it. It la for this 
class wo aro speaking. 

Here aro seven densely settled villages 
with this beautiful cemetery in their 
midsL just too far from each one of them 
to walk to it and return, with no public 
communication from either or between 
tbe two lines of villages leBS than two 
miles apart. 

Some five or six years ago the city of 
Newton voted tho establishment of a 
horse railroad from Newton Centre to 
Ncwtonvillo, a groat need for many 
years, but was given up because the 
chairman of the railroad commissioners 
did not consent to linvc tbe rails of the 
Boston & Albany road crossed. 

There was no need of his consent 
Thoso commissioners have no power of 
dictation, and the case would never have 
been contested, and so much the better 
if it had been, ns helping define tlie ques 
tion whether inland cities and towns

The movement on the part of Brookline 
and Boston residents only strengthens and 
makes mure evident the w Uh ot the citizens 
along tlii- avenue to prolong that beautiful 
portion of Ili ac m street which runs 
through Biookliuc and make it practical 
for electric ears. It lends to show that the 
residents appreciate tin* electric service 
rather than condemn Its intrusion to tini- 
residential localities and also that they arc 
sensible of the rapid increase In property 
valuation which would at once accrue, it 
is probable the West End will not extend 
tiieir tracks further away from Boston f ir 
about two years, but it an order authoriz- 
ing tie- w iilening of tlie streets should be 
passed, tlie work would consume a large 
portion of flint linn-. No cstimute of the 
cost of Improving Beacon street lias yet 
been made and City'Eugiiieer Noyes is not 
prepared to give any figures as to the prob- 
prolile expense, liftt says that the widening 
of the street will be un expensive opera- 
tion.

The Dark Places of Boston. 

There has been established, about a 
year ago, in the tour story building, No. 
32 and 34 Kn-eiand street, what is called 
tlie “Union Kc.ciie Mission” undenom- 
inational. The object of whieli ia the 
rescue of the poor fallen humanity 
winch fairly swarms in that section of 
tlie city. On the street floor, easy of ac- 
cess, is the mission room, open day nnd 
night, into which every evening come 
the poor, the forlorn and homeless, at- 
tracted by tlie singing, or the cheerful 
warmth of the room. Once a week a 
substantial supper of sandwiches and 
coffee is served free to all, and they are 
given to understand at all times, that 
here are those who, “for Christ's Bake” 
desire to help them to regain their lost 
manhood, or to recover trom tlie mis- 
fortunes which may have befallen them. 
At 10 o’clock the meeting L* cloyed, and 
cordial invitation extended to all who 
are without shelter to remain in the mis- 
sion room all night, and it was not an 
uncommon sight last winter to see from 
forty to fifty men stretched out upon the 
floor or settees. On the second floor of 
the building is the indu.striil depart- 
ment, consisting of a broom factory, 
manned entirely by men res ;iied by the 
mission and who are thus offered a 
chance to help themselves. This depart- 
ment has already turned out 13,000 
brooms, aud has orders for many more. 
The two upper stories are fitted up tor a 
rescue home, where the deserving ones 
those who, it is believed, have really be* 
come changed in heart and life, may find 
not a “lodging house” but a plaimy lur- 
uislied. comfortable home, where they 
are surrounded by Christian influences. 
Some idea of the work oeing done may 
be inferred from the fact that during last 
winter over 15,000 people attended the 
meetings, 3,725 hungry men were fed, 
6,700 workless, homeless ones were 
sheltered for the night. 3.254 lodgings 
were furnished iD the home above. At 
the meetings 1,250 bowed at the altar, 
asking prayers, most of them praying for 
themselves. 

Few people who live in beautiful New- 
Uiu have any idea of the sin. poverty and 
degredatiOD which abounds in that sec- 
tion of Boston through which they so 
often pass to take the train tor their own 
peaceful and happy homes. Here like a 
mighty Mailstrom. the rum shops, the 
gambling den and the broiliel are engnlf- 
jng their victims by the thousand, and it 
is to counteract this nefarious work in 
some degree that this Mission has been 
started. 

To put the work on a substantial busi- 
ness basis tbe Mission is to be incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Massachusetts.

Newton Natural History Society. 

The regular meeting of tbe society a as 
held Mouduy evening, Dec. 7, in Eliot 
Lower Hall. 

Iu the absence of Miss Bunker on 
account of sickness Professor Maynard 
gave the paper of tbe evening. “ Marine 
Life at the Entrance of the Bay of 
Fundy.” The bay is the shape of a 
wedge and is about 170 miles long and 
about 50 miles wide at tlie entrance and 
very deep. The tide rist» 60 to 70 feet 
at the end of tbe wedge, and 30 to 40 at 
the entrance. The island of Grand 
Menau is in the entrance, about 15 uiil-s 
from the mainland. Nantucket, one of 
the adjoining islands, has hern tamous 
as a collecting gmund for specimens of 
marine life. The star fish grows here to 
a very large size and is found iu deep 
water instead ol on tbe flats, probably 
on account of the great rise and fall of 
tides, and the danger of b-iug left out of 
water in the suu or air f->r t -o long a 
time, Tbe Professor expUiLed tie 
gradations Irom the star u-li to tti e 
Echiuodet us or Sea Urchins aud ex- 
plained the method of colleciing and pie- 
servlng the different specimens. He 
also exhibited a Criuoid or Stone Lily, 
the speitnen being a fossil irom 
which belongs t<> the star lisii family, 
the carboniferous period. The profes- 
sor showed a specimen of sponge, also 
gathered at the same place as the star 
fishes and • xptamed that the sponge was 
*ii annual or rather a multitude of 
animals:

Mr. White said the masters of the 
school* expressed themselves as beiug 
natistieil with the old rules ami lie be- 
lieved it was tuuir general wish that the 
old rules bu retained. All lias goue 
smoothly under t hem and a change 
might interfere w ith the liest work of 
tin: masters. As they are directly inter- 
ested as being siilijerl to these mins 
they should lie considered, and Mr. 
White favored awaiting the arrival of 
i lie new superintendent.

| REPUBLICANS AND TEMPERANCE. 

. ADDRESS ISSUED TO THE TARTY RV TIIK 
[ EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OK TIIK NEW 
TEMTERANCK IIKPmi.IC'AN (It'Altl). 


The executive committee of tho new 
temperance republican guard, which lias 
been organized to tiring the entire repub- 
lican party upon sound restrictive 
ground regarding liquor selling, consists 
of John 1). T.otig, L. Edwin Dudley, 
John I,. Whiting, President Capon of 
| Tufts college, Col. E. H. Haskell, B. B. 
Johnson, cx-Mayor Fosdick of Fitchburg, 
David Manning of Worcester and Francis 
O. Winslow. They have just, prepared 
an address to tho republican* of Massa- 
chusetts in which they respectfully nnd 
earnestly solicit their co-operation in a 
determined and organized effort to sup- 
press tho onormoua evils which flow 
from tho liquor traffic. Their reasons 
for sticking to tho republican party and 
their objeot in temperauco work they 
stato as follows:— 

Recognizing tho fact that the republi- 
can party is tbo governing party of tho 
state, that whatever has lieoti done for 
many years in this direction by legisla- 
tion Iras been done by that party, and 
believing that any forward steps that 
can be taken nre dependent upon tho ac- 
tion of tho republican party, and be- 
lieving further tiiat fully 80 per cent of 
the members of the republican party ap- 
preciate theso enormous evils and are so- 
licitous of doing all that can bu done to 
aupprc8s thorn, tho republican temper- 
ance guard has been organized to con- 
solidate temperance seutiment in the 
party, nnd to bring its influence to boar 
upon the Legislature in tbe most effec- 
tive manner possibio. In considering 
the temperanco measures which shall 
be supported at the coming Rcssiou, wo 
liavo endeavored to suggest such ns it is 
possibio, nud such as wo may reasonably 
hope to secure at this time. We dosiro 
to create a public sentiment which shall 
demand progress, and we intend to work 
forward step by step until tho best tom- 
pernneo laws that cau be devised are up- 
on our statute-book and thoroughly en- 
forced. Their plan of legislative effort 
covers the following: — 

1. A law to forbid all sales of intoxi- 
cating liquor to be drunk on tho prem- 
ises where sold, except to those who 
have resorted to the place for food. 

2. A bill for tho better restriction of 
the transportation and delivery of intox- 
icating liquors in no license towns. 

3. A bill to amend the proviso in tho 
limitation law, which allows summer re- 
sorts to issue special licenses, so that 
there shall be a proper special census. 
There is much need of action to cure the 
sad defects of tbe present administration 
of that law. 

4. A bill providing that a vote for no- 
license shall stand for three years, aud 
that it shall require a three-fifths vote to 
place a municipality under license. 

Other measures may be presented later. 
It is the plan of the republican temper- 
ance guard to organize their forces in 
every legislative district, so that if the 
member does not come quite up to the 
desired mark upon temperance legisla- 
tion, there may be a committee of tbo 
party in tbe district who will prod him 
sufficiently to make him vote for the 
right bills.

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A PATRIOTIC VIEW. 


Mr. J. R. Leeson, president ot tho Re. 
publican ward and city oommittoc of 
Newton, was interviewed by the Boston 
Transcript on the olection of Judge Crisp 
as speaker, and bis views are so wiso and 
sensible that they are worth a careful 
reading. Judging from some of the Re- 
publican comments that have beoti made, 
the fervent RopublicAuism of their au- 
thors leaves no room for patriotism; but 
by that large class of intelligent citizons 
who are patriots first, and who have but 
little taste for partisau politics, Mr. Lee- 
sou’s words will be commended. Ho 
says; 

!‘It must be a satisfaction to every Am- 
erican citizen to kuow that the oontest 
has resulted iu the selection of a man of 
such stability of character aud souud 
judgment as Judge Crisp is understood 
to possess. It is reassuring to feel that 
the great power whioli the Speaker 
wields is iu the hands of a man of his 
reputed fairness, firmness and decision. 
If it were true that by his election the 
ultra advocates of free silver have scored 
an advantage, then his elevation to the 
speakership is to be strongly deplored. 
But it is to be expected that a man as as- 
tute, clear-headed and independent as be 
in said to be, will Dot allow himself to be 
influenced or carried away by any 
scheme that is not undoubtedly for the 
best interests of the whole country. Per- 
sonally, as a Republican, I should have 
preferred to see the eleotion of Mr. Mills, 
as perhaps better representing the lead- 
ing principles of the Democratic party. 
But Judge Crisp is not so likely to be 
swayed by bis personal feelings and prej- 
udices. I do not believe that the result 
of the present contest foreshadows the 
ontcome of next year’s contest for the 
presidential nomination. The conditions 
now are not at all likely to be the condi- 
tions then. Besides, the infl lence of the 
people is much more likely to be felt in 
that contest than it was in the one just 
closed.” 

This is a great country, aid in view of 
the national importance of the speaker- 
ship, it is 6urely better to take a broad 
view of the matter, and to hope that the 
new speaker will be a broad enough man 
to use his great influence for the best in- 
terests of the nation, than that ha will be 
a narrow-minded bigot, who cannot sue 
uutsideofthe narrow lines of his own 
party. After bis election, a speaker, like 
the President, belongs to the nation, 
rather than to his party, and it only 
needs a slight acquaintance with recent 
history to realize that he best serves hiB 
party who serves his country best. In- 
telligent people will take this view of the 
matter. 


GIVE HIM A CHANCE. 

The school board has now elected a 
new superintendent and he has accepted; 
it should therefore make an effort to 
treat him well, instead of making his life 
miserable by constant nagging. 

As far as we can discover, Mr. Jones 
was in every way an excellent superin- 
tendent, and did his work with an intel- 
ligence that augured well for the schools. 
He may have beeu a little hasty in re- 
signing, but ttie provocation was great, 
and an independent man could hardly do 
less and maintain his self-respect. 

Mr. Aldrich comes to us well recom- 
mended, and was considered iu Quincy 
and Milton an ideal oflicial, and the 
board should give him a chauce, aud not 
constantly interfere iu regard' to petty 
details. The position of superintendent 
in Newton lias always been considered a 
hard place to fill, and we believe at least 
one of the retiring superintendents ex- 
plained the reasons therefor in a rather 
stinging letter. 

Mr. Jones’s recommendation that the ' 
district committees be abolished iu favor 
of a general committee of three would 
have gone to the root of the matter, say 
those who have studied most closely the 
causes of the friction. It is much to be 
doubted whether the visits of the dis- 
trict committee to the schools are of an) 
special benefit, and theie are those who 
maintain that they are a direct injury to 
the school, interfering with the work of 
botli teachers and pupils, and entailing a 
useless wear and tear 011 tne nerves of 
sorely-tried teachers, who are supposed 
to know their business thoroughly. 

The wisest advice that eau be given to 
the members, and what is apparently 
greatly needed, eau ho summed up in the 
inelegant phrase, Don’t nag the new su- 
peiiutoudeut. (jive him a chance. He 
probably knows more about schools and 
their management than all tin* members 
put together. 


Tim whole question of sewer assess- 
ments is to be referred to next year’s city 
government, and probably they will give 
heurings aud endeavor to fiod out Un- 
popular feeling, as this is a matter that I 


will touch very nearly all the property 
owners In tho eity. Any alderman who 
lins any aspirations towards the tnayoral- 
ity, will have a chance to show how suc- 
cessfully he can court popular favor dur- 
ing tiie coming year, and probably a 
good many slates will he smashed before 
the year is ended. It is recommended 
by many that the assessments be spread 
over a term of ten years or so, ns that 
would not entail so great hardship on 
property owners as if the whole amount 
had to bo paid al once. By a state 
statute, however, every real estate 
owner can elect whether he wishes to pay- 
in one year or in ten, although he can- 
not chnnge after once making his choice. 
Waltham is now discussing the question 
j of the host way of paying for sewerage, 
and many there favor an nuunal tax, 

I with a fee for entrance, something after 
1 lie way the cost of city water is ns- 
, scssed. 


Tiikuk wore no recounts this year, and 
the results of the oity election were de- 
clared at tho mooting of the hoard of 
aldermen, Wednesday night. It was a 
very unanimous affair, and everyone 
seems to be satisfied. 


Opening Ia*tter« hy Uw. 

“I noticed a short time ago,” said a 
Washington official, "that some objec- 
tion was made hy a Mr. Pell, of tin* Han 
Domingo Shore Line road, to the open- 
ing of a private letter by the chief of the 
secret service bureau. It is not generally 
known that the rules of the postoffice 
department empower inspector* to open 
suspicious letters at discretion. The 
public appear to be very much astonished 
at tills proceeding mentioned, bnt I assure 
you that it is carried to a greater extent 
Rian even those who know all about it 
suppose. In fact, under the rnloR of the 
postoffiee department almost any private 
letter can he opened and read. This will 
surprise some people, I presume, bnt it 
is nevertheless true, and a reference to 
t lie private instructions to postoifice in- 
spectors, which are in printed form, will 
convince anybody o{ it. Whether such 
secret privileges are ever used illegiti- 
mately would bo difficult to find out. It 
is a good deal like arresting a man on sus- 
picion. As a matter of fact, therefore, 
you will see the United States mails are 
no more sacred than the mails in Russia 
or any other country so far ns govern- 
ment espionage is concerned." — New 
York Herald.

Galan is about eighteen years of age, 
and last winter he arrived at this port as 
• cabin boy, afflicted with his curious 
•eformity. At the time he suffered from 
pneumonia and became at once an object 
mt interest to the hospital doctors. It 
Was noticed that he had six fingers on 
Each hand, joined by a web, and seven 
toes on his right foot and six toes on his 
left foot, joined by a web. 

The nails of Galan's toes are decidedly 

C cnliar, and at first sight he api»ears to 
ve three distinct nails, ns the nails of 
his toes have three ridges. His large toe 
•n each foot is nbont two and a half 
Inches in width. 

Such was the Btrange patient that en- 
listed the sympathies of the doctors. 
Galan was the first to speak of his pecul- 
iarity, and he requested that ho might 
he operated upon. His left hand was 
•Derated on in July last, and then Galan 
plnckily requested that his right hand 
•hould be attended to. 

Dr. Morton went to work on the pa- 
tient's right hand, and on Wednesday 
cut the web between the fingers and then 
■owed np the ragged edges of the web. 
It has not been determined to operate 
upon Galan's feet at present and proba- 
bly when lie does leave the hospital his 
feet will remain in what assuredly is 
their natural condition. 

Galan will remain at the hospital some 
time yet, and is a handy man in the 
wards. In appearance he resembles au 
Indian, and is very much pleased with 
his life in Pennsylvania so far. Already 
photographs have been taken of his feet, 
•nd the pictures have been viewed with 
Interest by the medical men to whom 
they have been submitted, — Washington

Library and Museum of "War Relics.

All Original Scheme. 

Captain J. .S. Dunham, a vesselmau on 
the great lakes, has presented a scheme 
by which the waters of the great inland 
•eas will be prevented from continuing 
to lower as they arc reported to be doing. 
His plan is a very simple one. In the 
Niagara river below Tonawanda, where 
navigation ends, he would dump many 
thousand boat loads of large stones. It 
might he that some steel structure could 
•Iso be extended into the river from each 
ride to narrow the channel. The result 
would be to lesson the flow of water 
from the lakes and thereby increase the 
•tage of water at all points. The pro- 
posed dam would he comparatively in- 
expensive. The question is largely an 
engineering one. — Toronto Globe.

Payday Cornea After Eighteen Years. 

Charles King, of Little Falls, has done 
a very commendable thing by paying 
$4,000 to tlie operators that worked in 
the Saxony mill at the time of the fail- 
ure of A. & C. King, which occurred in 
1878, during a depression of the knit 
goods trade. Mr. King was not obliged 
to pay this money, but he always said 
that the first time he controlled the 
amount of capital that would pay off the 
wages due at the time of their unfortu- 
nate failure he would meet all demands. 
One hundred and three persons, who 
were working in the mill on the day of 
suspension, have been made happy by re- 
ceiving checks for their back wages. A 
few of the old employees have moved 
away and some are dead. The heirs of 
deceased operatives will be paid the 
amount due them. — Utiea (N. Y.) Her- 
ald aud Globe. 


The Heaviest Yoke *if Steers. 

In a freight train which passed 
through Hannibal on the St. Louis, Keo- 
kuk and Northwestern line from Bur- 
lington to St. Louis were the celebrated 
Walker twin steers. These cuttle were 
registered at the Chicago exchange as 
the largest in the world. They were 
raised in Jasper county, Mo., by Mr. 
Walker. Mr. Walker values them very 
highly, and will not Hhip them over a 
railroad unless the railroad insures them. 
The railroad company had them insured 
for $10,000. They are 6 years of age, 12 
feet 0 inches long, 14 feet around the 
chest or heart, 8 feet 2 inches across the 
hips. Their aggregate weight is 8,040 
pounds. — Cor. St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

He is called by the inedijjpl men who 
have examined him a precocious baby 
and a wonder in more ways than one. 
His uarne is Herman Hotter. He is more 
than four feet in height, has a nicely 
curled blond mustache and can strike 
from the shoulder with the force of a 
sledgehammer. He can move a barrel 
of flour and lift easily a 200 pound 
weight. His parents have found it im- 
possible to control him. 

The boy is not only the udmiration of 
liis companions, but the terror of the 
neighborhood.

Tues- 
day she poisoned herself, the body being 
found in bed the next morning. 

At the coroner’s inquest, when a ver- 
dict to that effect was returned, it was 
stated that Zadrean had not been found, 
but Smith and Bowhill were in attend- 
ance. The latter produced his certifi- 
cate of marriage and claimed the cer- 
tificate of death. After discussion a 
compromise was arrived at, Smith tak- 
ing the coroner's certificate, and the two 
men agreeing to share the cost of the 
funeral, while it was arranged to bury 
the woinyi in the name of Zadrean, 
alias Smith, alias Bowhill. — London 
Standard. 

Buying CohI. 

Householders who may never have 
acquired the habit of hiring in a winter’s 
supply of coal in summer or fall, and 
whose regrets for failing to do so are 
heard with the regularity of the annual 
advent of cold weather, may stop repin- 
ing. ■ It is true economy to buy little 
coal at a time. Coal men will tell you 
that tliis fuel rapidly loses in quality. 
The gases pass off by exposure or some- 
thing of that kind, and with them tlie 
heating power diminishes. There is one 
tiling, however, that is a necessity in 
making the most of this kind of thrift. 
Tlie coal bought in small quantities 
should be taken from fresh shipments. 
There is no profit in buying coal that 
may have lain for weeks in a yard. It 
should come fresh from the cars in order 
to get the best service out of it. — New 
York Times. 


GIiimm Filling for Teeth. 

Persons who object to the conspicnous- 
ness of gold filling when it is placed in 
the front teetli may now have their den- 
tists use a substance which resembles 
the teeth so closely in color that its pres- 
ence can be detected only by a close and 
careful examination. This new filling is 
a kind of glass and is the invention of a 
German. It was pnt on the market only 
a short time ago, but it lias been used 
enough to prove that tlie idea is a capi- 
tal one. The glass comes in the form of 
a sand, which is made of nine different 
tints. These hues range from a bright 
white through various yellows to a kind 
of pale pink. Generally a set of teeth 
will have about the color of one of len 
kinds of sand, but to have the two ex- 
actly the same it may be necessary to 
mix two shades. — New York Tribune. 


Damages Asked for Taking Cold. 

John H. Taylor, of Nashville, Ind., 
while traveling on the Wabash railway 
from St. Louis to Stanberry in October, 
1889, contracted a cold through the negli- 
gence of the railroad company in not 
having tlie car properly heated. The 
cold culminated in an attack of rheuma- 
tism, which has crippled him for life. For 
this he brought suit against the com- 
pany for $10,000 damages. Judge Good- 
man, in the circuit court, sustained ■ 
demurrer to the evidence of the plaintili. 
An apjieal will be taken to the supreme 
court. — Cor. St. Louis Republic.

—Rev. John F. Clough, D.D., of Ongole, 

India, occupied Rev. Lemuel C. Barnes’ 
pulpit in the Baptist Church Sunday even- 
ing. Rev. Mr. Clough went to India many 
years ago to take charge of the Lone Star 
Mission, as it was then called. There his 
labors in behalf of Christianity, though ar- 
duous in the extreme, were rewarded with 
excellent results, and lie now returns to his 
native land for the purpose of enlisting the 
services of a corps of young men, whom, 
when he finds them, he proposes to take 
back to India with him to assist in educat- 
ng the natives. In his discourse he told 
the story of the founding of the Lone Star 
Mission — a name, by the way, which is 
now seldom used. Iinving been superseded 
by one that is more applicable, namely, 
the Tlugu Mission. The Tiugu people, 
said the speaker, are about 18,000,000 in 
number, or one sixtli of the total popula- 
tion of India. They are the best, in all 
ways, of India's native people, and are 
frequently called the Yankees of tile East. 

They are white |>eople, intelligent, and 
capable of being educated and of receiving 
the gospel of Christ understanding!}’. 

Witli them, as with all Indian tribes, 
there are different castes, and here the first 
difficulty that lav in tile way of the mission 
was encountered. The high caste natives 
were opposed to having the low caste 
people receive tile same attention and bene- 
fits that were bestowed upon themselves, 
and they refused to listen to the words of 
the missionaries so long as they had any- 
thing to do with those not of their own 
caste. How ever, the missionaries were not 
discouraged, and within a few weeks 
had couve ted several men and women to a 
belief in Christ and Christianity. He 
referred kindly to Rev. Dr. Jewett of this 
place, who was the first missionary to 
undertake the work among the Tlugus.

—The silk dressers who went out on a 
strike from the silk mill recently have sub- 
mitted the following statement of their 
ease. It will be seen that they are in error 
when they state that the papers reported 
the board as taking any action last week, 
also from the statement as made by Mr. 
Phipps and published, that the price was 
reduced from 29 to 26 cents per pound on 
certain silk. The statement that the men 
received 812 to 81 * per week at the time of 
the strike was current gossip and several 
dressers were then seen and given an oppor- 
tunity by the Graphic reporter to state 
their side ef the case but refused to do so. 
Their statement is as follows: “The 

Board of Arbitration has investigated the 
strike of the silk dressers formerly em- 
ployed by Phippi & Train. It was report- 
ed that the board had sustained the posi- 
tion of the employers, and that it found, 
practically no reasonable ground for com- 
plaint on the part of the employes. As a 
matter of fact the board took no action, 
merely collecting facts concerning the diffi- 
culties between employer and employes, 
and expressing no opinion whatever in tlie 
case. The matter is outlined in tlie de- 
mand of the men for tlie payment of 29 
cents per pound for white silk and 12 cents 

E er pound on tussah linnks silk. It was 
ecause Phipps & Train reduced the price 
on white silk from 29 cents to 26 cents per 
pound, that the men went out. They 
claim that since the strike a further reduc- 
tion of 4 cents per pound has beeu made 
on the white silk anil 2 1-2 cents on tussah 
hank silk, nnd tlie strikers have been in- 
formed that they can return to work on tlie 
new schedule, for white silk 22 cents per 
pound and tussali hanks 9 1-2 cents per 
pound. That means a loss to the employes 
of from $5 to 86 per week in* comparison 
with the wages formerly paid for tlie same 
work. It is further stated bv tlie employes 
that they have not been employed steadily 
for the last 14 months, and that the 
wages earned by them Ims not exceeded 88 
per week per man for the past 14 months. 
Tlie statement in the papers that men earned 
from $12 to $18 per week was incorrect and 
misleading. Mr. Davis.the superintendent, 
was asked for by one of the men ns they 
wished to see him before they went out on 
a strike, but he flatly refused to see them 
on the affair. So there the matter rests as 
far as the employes are concerned. They 
are asking for nothing ffiijust and their de- 
mands are nothing outrageous.”

She was one of the mod beautiful and 
popular young ladies of Newton, and many 
old friends were deeply grieved to learn of 
her death. Her husband was a prominent 
man in public affairs and for many years 
was American minister to China. He died 
about two years ago In California. Two 
daughters survive, one of whom was 
married in Grace church a little over a year 
ago. 

C— About six o'clock last Friday evening 
bbnrn on Fayette street owned by Horace 
urocker, mason and contractor, was 
surned. A portion of the building was 
rsed as a storehouse, and it contained, be- 
sides two horses, several wagons and ear- 
ainges, and n large assortment of tools. 
The horses and carriages were removed 
from tlie main building, but it was impos- 
sible to save, a quantity of bricks, plaster of 
Paris, and coloring material valued at 
$4300.

STITT A OR nOaPITAL. 

One of the moat important branchca of 
tho Newton Cottage Hospital, and one 
with which the citizen* of Newton aro 
lea*t familiar i* fhe training achool for 
nurae*. 

The achool waa started three year* ago 
with only three pupils, and for two yean 
thereafter it waa conducted with fire pu- 
pil* whose dntiea were confined wholly to 
the hospital. The success attending the 
achool and the result* derived from this 
method of supplying the hospital with 
efficient nurses, was so satisfactory that 
during the past year the training school 
has increased, until now there are four- 
teen pnpils learning to become thorough 
and proficient nurses. 

The pnpils of the school are under the 
direct care of the head nurse of the 
hospital. Miss Roberta, who is a graduate 
of the Long Island College Hospital of 
New York. The pupil nurse after 
applying for a vacancy is required to fill 
ont an application blank and is then 
taken into the school on trial for one 
month, and if found fitted for the work 
at the expiration of that time is accepted. 
She is then required to sign an agree- 
ment to remain in the achool for a 
period of two vpars, during which time 
she complies with the strict discipline of 
the school. 

No nurses are admitted unless well 
educated, as it has been found that with- 
out this requirement the best and must 
efficient nurses cannot be ob'ained, and 
at the present time ail the pupils are 
graduates of the High schools or of some 
university. After being accepted they 
are placed in charge of the head nurse of 
the hospital and begin a prescribed 
course of lessons. These lessons are 
aided by lectures given semi- weekly by 
physicians of the hospital staff and ad- 
ditional instruction is given by the 
matron of the hospital. Miss Peters. A 
course of twelve or more lessons on 
cooking are given by Miss Daniel of the 
Boston Cooking school, and also lessons 
in massage treatment by the matron. 

The practical part of the work is im- 
parted by the head nurse. E«ch pupil is 
assigned work in the various wards 
where four or five patients are placed 
under their care except in special cases 
where more attention is required. In 
each ward ODe of the more experienced 
nurses is placed in addition to the pupil 
nurses thus providing for all emer- 
gencies. 

The nurses are assigned to the different 
wards by the matron and she superin- 
tends all changes of day and night 
nurses. 

The uurses have no choice aa to where 
they are assigned and are required to 
serve in the contagious wards the same 
as any other as directed. They ate al- 
lowed to express no preferences os to 
treatment or school, a part of the disci- 
pline which is very necessary, because 
where there are so many physicians and 
of both homeopathic and allopathic 
schools, the orders of each physician 
mnst be cairied out. 

When a nurse is taken ill of course she 
cau choose a physician of either school 
as she desires the same as any other 
patient, but only in this case. 

The nurses receive uo remuneration 
for their services during their stay at the 
hospital. They are furnished with the 
hospital uniform aud live at the h ispital 
where the fare is of the best. The meals 
are served in a pretty dining room where 
the roa'ron, head nurse and under nurses 
lake their meals. The pupils receive no 
money for the first month after their 
entrance. For the next rive months they 
leceive the small sum of $7 per mouth. 
The next six mouths they receive $9 per 
month and the last year $12 per month. 

At tlie end of the first year in the 
hospital the nurses are seut out for nuis- 
iug in private families wi’.hin the city 
limits, as called by the physicians and 
for such service the hospital receives $10 
per week. This goes direct to the hos- 
pital and their earnings now prove quite 
an income to the hospital Every nurse 
sent out of tlie hospital for nursing 
signs a form filled out at the hospital, 
and during her work outside site is 
looked after by tit; matron, who mcs 
that site is not overworked or deprived 
of her regular r creation the same as at 
l lie hospital. On their return they bring 
a blank previously furni-hed them which 
is filled out by the patient and physician 
for whom they havo nursed, and tints 
far there have been almost no unfriend- 
lv criticisms. Some weeks there are 
fifteen to twenty calls for tiurst s which

('heap Newspapers and their Influ 
cncc. 

)From the New York Evening Post, Dec. 1.) 

We presume there are vory few friends 
of good Journalism who were not 
pleased by the announcement this morn- 
ing that the price of the Times was to 
bo hereafter threo instead of two conts 
What we thought of the two-cont ex- 
periment when the Times entered on it 
eight years ago was expressed in an 
article which we reproduce elsewhere. 
We reprint it, not for tho purpose of 
glorifying our own forsight, but because 
it contained certain opinions about the 
economical side of journalism the sound 
ness of which we think the experience of 
the Times lias made manifest. The gen 
era! lowering of the price of the morn 
ing papers, which took place after the 
World passed into new hands, was duo 
to a fear that what is called "Western 
journalism’’ was going to take posses- 
sion of the field on the Atlantic coast, 
by some sort of "irresistible law” of 
deterioration. It is very satisfactory to 
find after eight years of trial that no 
such law exists in the newspaper busi 
ness, and bat even there, amid the most 
discouraging surroundings and the most 
powerful temptations, there is a force 
hat makes for civilization. 

We say "makes for civilization, 1 ' be- 
cause, nauseous and windy as is most of 
the puffing which goes on about “the in- 
fluence of the press,” which in so many 
cases is shaped by "ads,” there is no 
denying that the newspapers have be- 
come the literature of our time. The 
great bulk of the youug people of both 
sexes who now pour forth by the million 
from our public schools every year read 
little else after having entered on the 
work of life. It is through the news- 
papers that they keep in contact with 
every kind of world— moral, social, in- 
tellectual and economical— outside their 
own homes. The newspapers form their 
tastes, fix their standards, gratify their 
curiosity and give them the only fame 
they crave. The lecturers are gone; 
books are little read; the preacher gets 
hold of only a select few. The masses 
in every country, as soon as they pass 
out of the purely auimal into the in- 
tellectual world, look at life through 
some sort of newspiper. The kind of 
newspaper they fvkd is, therefore, in 
every country, of immense importance, 
politically as well as socially. The selec- 
tion their newspaper makes of the kind 
of news it will give them out of the im- 
mense mass whipji human activities ac- 
cumulate every day, and the view the 
editor la'tes both of men and events are 
little by little determining the future ot 
the modem democratic world. No 
statesman or philanthropist or teacher 
cau take this truth too much to heart. 
It i6 the most tremendous fact of the 
day. 

The experiments, then, made in cheip 
journalism seem to establish beyond 
questiou that extreme cheapness seeks 
i'smaiket most persistently among the 
most iguorant and salacious portion of 
the reading class, that it works down 
persistently to their moral aud intellec- 
tu.il level, cultivates their worst tastes, 
and ridicules or depreciates any attempt 
t i call on them for any serious exercise 
ut the understanding, or to persuade 
them that there are butter views of life 
than they cherish, or any worthier 
amusements than those which they en- 
joy, or that knowledge has any advantage 
over ignorance in the m magem nt of 
human atfairs. It offers, in other words, 
a steady hindrance to the advance of all, 
or neatly all, that is iuc'u led under the 
term civiliz itiou. That this class of 
newspa. ers will always be la gj is very 
certain, as certaiu as that tin re will al- 
ways he a prodigious amount o' ignor- 
ance and vice in the world. 

There is, therefore, no duty more in- 
cumbent on those who wish t • see the 
Western World grow in wisdom and 
understanding as it grows in wealth, 
th.in the improvement of the reading 
matter of the bulk of the piople. If 
this improvement be impossible or 
difficult, as now seems to be demon- 
strated, without the suppi rt and en-

Well-to-do and educa’ed 
people setm to ‘orget that they h ivo a 
duty towards ’.lie community in the 
matter of newspapeis, and a very serio is 
duty. We say unhesitatingly that t le 
purchase of a blackguard, lying, in- 
decent, sensational sheet, even for a 
cent, to be laughed over for five minutes 
and fluug away, is an offence against 
society, aud particularly an otfeoce 
against the poor. The poor ought to 
have che p new .papers, hut they ought 
to have good cheap newspapers, aud 
they wi I never have them if it he demon- 
strated in daily practhe that good news- 
papers do uot pay at lire price which 
makes literary and other cx :elleiice 
possible. 

We are not here pleading our own 
cause. Thu Evening Post has u con- 
stituency whose taste iu jo irualism is 
well marked, an I which we are quite 
sure would not he affected perceptibly 
by any change in price; and we have 
luereioie, never le't for a moment that 
any change iu price would do us any 
good. But we may, without being too 
officious, and iu spirt) of all dilfeieuuesof 
opinion, either political or other, say 
that journals like the Times and Tri- 
bune, which do remain true, on the 
whole, to the great interests of decency 
aud social order, deserve the hearty sup- 
port of thu publi; in ebargiug whatever 
price the conductors find necessary iu 
order to deliver .them from the teuipta- 
i cm to pander to ignorance, silliness or 
ii 'garity, iu suekiug a m trkot.

EFFECTS OF EARLY TARIFFS 


ON THU FARMING INDUSTRY. 


Prevlous.to 1800, wo had threo periods 
of practically low|.or rovonuo duties, 
natnoly, from 1780 to ,1810, from. 1833 to 
1842, a ml | from 1840 to 1800; and two 
periods of,kigh tariffs, namely fiom 1810 
to 1833 and from 1842 to 1840. The ques 
tion arises then — what effect havo the 
two opposing classes of flsoal legislation 
had upon the farming interests of the 
United States. At the very beginning 
of the nation agriculture was the chief 
interest, and today, after over 100 yearB 
of national exlstanco, it remains the 
greatest source of wealth and employs 
the greatest number of workmen of any 
industry iu the United States. From the 
earliest times the rich farms of the 
middle and what weie then the Western 
States produced n surplus beyond the 
demands of home consumption, and 
were dependent for the salo of this sur 
plus apon. foreign markets. It was in 
these very foreign markets, therefore, 
that the price which tho farmers re- 
ceived for their produots was deter- 
mined. A protective duty on their pro 
ducts could have neither bad nor any 
benefloial effect, either upon the impor- 
tations of foreign produots sinoe none 
were imported, nor upon the price of 
home products, since, as we have seeu 
and ns was well recognized by them, the 
price for such produots was determined 
in foreign markets. 

In advooating his “American system” 
for high duties on manufactures for the 
purpose of building up a“home-market” 
for our surplus farm produce, Clay’s 
whole course was based upon the as 
sumption, so frequently emphasized by 
him, that the capacity of the foreign 
market for the consumption of our 
cotton, tobacoo and bread stuffs was 
already dwindling, and muBt Boon practi- 
cally disappear; and that the only 
remedy was to attract a manufacturing 
population to make up, by home de- 
mand, the loss of the foreign trade, 
Clay said, in 1824: 

"If I sm correct In the views which I have pre- 
sented to the Committee, It (the foreign demand) 
must become worse and worse. What can Im 
prove ll? Europe will not abandon her own 
agriculture to foster ours. Wejmay even antici- 
pate that she will more and more enter Into 
competition with ns in the supply of the Wert 
India market. That of Houth America for arti- 
cles of subsistence will probably soon disappear. 
Tbe value of our exports for the future may 
main at about what it was last year.” L (1823.) 

It is easily seen, from the growth in 
our exports of farm products, how far 
Clay was in error as to the one essential 
consideration on which ho based bis 
“home market” argument for a protec- 
tive tariff. Of the products named by 
Clay, our exports were as follows Id 1823 
and 1800: Wheat and flour, 1823, 3,787,- 
782 bushels; 1800, 115, 640, 322 bushels, in- 
crease 2,050 per oeot. ; corn and corn 
meal, 1823, 1,385,788 bushels; 1800, 103,- 
500,333 bushels, increase, 7,370 per cent.; 
cotton, 1823, 173,723,270 pounds; 1800, 
2,471,700,853 pounds, ii. crease 1,323 per 
cent.; tobacco, 1823, 30,003,000 pounds; 
1800, 244,343,740 pounds, increase 517 per 
cent., beef, 1824, 12,283,000 pounds; 1800, 
353,480,032, increase 2,777 per cent; pork, 
1823, 11,105,800 pounds; 1800, 80,008,. 131 
pounds, increase 020 per cent.; bacon 
and hams, 1823, 1,037,157 pounds; 1800. 
006,400,050 pounds, increase 37.007 per 
oent.: lard, 1824, 0,007,071 pounds; 1800, 
471,083,508 pounds, increase 7,004 per oent. 

For the last thirty years tbe high tariff 
stimulus has been given to manufactur- 
ing industries. They have grown beyond 
precedent, and if they could have given 
our farmers a profitable “borne market” 
and made them independent of foreign- 
ers, tbev must have done so. But tbe 
fact is the reverse. Adoptiug the care- 
ful calculations of Mr. Davis (which are 

S uoted with approval by the Amerioan 
Icouomist, tho organ of the Protective 
Tariff League, and part of which have 
already beeu quoted above), we find that 
during a period of thirty-nine years 
(1850-188fl)population and tbe production 
of the more important staples increased 
as follows: 

Population 178 per cent 

Cattle 185 per cent 

Bwiue 68 pur oent 

Cotton 201 per cent 

Corn 287 per ceut 

Wheat SS'J percent 

Oats 411 per cent 

That is to say, after a whole generation 
of protection and unparalleled growth of 
manufaclurts tho number of people 
whom tlie farmer has to feod is less in 
proportion to the crops he produces than 
it was in 1850. Or, to put it in another 
way. the American farmer, after protec- 
tionists have fooled him for thirty years 
in pretending to givo him a bomb muiket 
ana make him independent of foreign- 
ers, is today, under high protection, 
more dependent than ever upon foreign 
markets, and is forced to find sale 
abroad for a larger proportion of what 
he produces than ho did in 1850 under 
tho “Froo Trade” tariff. 

During the early periods under con- 
sideration, however, the effects of high 
duties upon imports cau bo clearly 
traced. The objoot of such high duties 
was to deoreaso Importation of manu- 
factured products and thus givo the 
manufacturers coutrol of tho home mar- 
ket. Its effects, hownvor, were to de- 
crease exports in the proportion as im- 
ports were decreased, uud since the 
greater part of our exports was made up 
of agricultural products, protectionism 
had flie effect of restricting our markets 
and depressing the prices of our farm 
produots. 

Tho American Economist is printing 
the replies of "the Great Captains of 
Industry” as to why they are protection- 
ists. They ure some of them of con- 
siderable length, but it is not necessary 
to read them. The beneficiaries of u 
high tariff are of course in favor of what 
puts big money in their pockets. The 
manufacturers represent one side and 
tbe consumers the other.

The New Man-Of-War “ New York.” 

From liurper'B Weekly. 

Tho U.S.S. “ New York " is up to tbe 
present the largest, as also tbe fastest, 
mau-of-war we have afioat. There have 
been five other " New Yorks ” in the 
uavy, nearly all of them having been tbe 
largest uud moBt powerful in tlieir class. 
The first was a gondola used for ser- 
vice on Luke Champlaio. No. 2 was a 
frigate of 1,130 tons and 36 gunB. She was 
commanded at various times by Captain 
II. V. Morris aud Captain John Rodgers. 
Site saw considerable service in tbe 
Mediterranean, being dually laid up at 
the Washington Navy-yard, at wbicb 
place she was broken up. The third was 
a sloop used iu bay ami river servico be- 
tween 1812 and 1815, being captured by 
tho British. No. 4 was suid to have beeu 
an 84-guu liue-of-battle ship, the largest 
of tier class. She was on the stocks at 
tbe Norfolk Navy-yard when the civil 
war broke out, aud was. subsequently 
burned. The fifth was to be called tho 
“ Ontario,” but iu 1866 ber uaiue was 
changed to “ New York.” She was 
never launched, but wua broken up iu 
1888, wbeu tbe government decided to 
build its vessels of steel. Tho principal 
dimensions of the “ New York ” just 
lauuebed are as follows: —

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The question of sewerage assessments, 
which has beon postponed to the next 
city government, is one of a good deal of 
interest to every property owner, and in 
faot to every resident, as the sewerage 
assessments will of course appear in 
rents. The most equitable way of mak- 
ing such assessments has been widely 
discussed aud many plans have been pro- 
posed, nil of which are supported by 
more or less forcible arguments. 

The plan proposed hero has been for 
immediate payment of the cost of the 
local sewers, which might be called the 
heroic method, as it is one that would be 
felt more or less seriously by every pro- 
perty owner, and many small owners 
would be embarrassed to find the money. 
As the sewers are largely for the benefit 
of the future, it is something in the 
nature of a sacrifice for comiug genera- 
tions to take all the burdens off their 
shoulders to our own great discomfort. 

A meeting held in Waltham on Mon- 
day evening to consider this question 
brought forth one plan which seemed to 
meet with great favor, and although 
■ome of our city fathers might 
have been more inolined in its 
favor had it sprung from llrookline, for 
instance, there is no reason for r. fusing 
to look into a measure just because it 
did not originate in the wealthiest town 
in the state. 

The plan is outlined in the following 
resolutions presented to the Waltham 
meeting by lion. F. M. Stone, aDd which 
are to be submitted to the Waltham city 
government: 

Whereas— the construction of our 
sewerage system is primarily a public 
sanitary measure having for its object 
the protection and preservation of the 
health of the entire community and so 
a measure in the benefits of which all 
will share equally and alike, there would 
seem to be great injustice in throwing 
the cost and mainteuuuco of the system 
upon only a part of the citizens, having 
only a portion of the property within 
the sewerage district liable to assess- 
ment for public useB. Uuequal taxation 
for public uses when it cau be made sub- 
tantially equal imposes a hardship upon 
somebody. 

Therefore, resolved — as the sense of 
this meeting that there shall annually be 
assessed upon the owners of all real 
estate lying within the area of the city 
sewerage system as now established or 
as it may be hereafter extended, and up- 
on the owners of personal property 
resident within the area of said system, 
such sum as may be necessary to pro- 
duce an income equal in amount to the 
interest upon the sewerage debt of the 
city, the cost of maintenance of the 
system, and contribution to a sinking 
fund which will be adequate to pay the 
debt as it matures, and that the valua- 
tion made by the assessors in levying the 
city taxes be used as the basis io malting 
the sewetage esses6meuts. 

That the city should construct aud as- 
sume the expense of the entire system 
within tlie street limits. 

That when the system shall have been 
accepted by the city, and as soon there- 
after as may be, one commission be es- 
tuolished by the city to have charge of 
the sewerage aud water systems, and the 
collections of rates and charges. 

That a copy of these resolutions be 
presented to the city government by the 
secretary of this meetjug aud that it be 
and is hereby requested to petition the 
egislature at the next session thereof, 
for such change iu existing laws as may 
U needed to conform the same with the 
foregoing resolutions. 

At first sight, this plan seems to be a 
very reasonable one, and one tbat could 
not work hardship upon any property 
u vtier. The yearly assessment would be 
s i small as not to cause inconvenience to 
any one. The assessment could be levied 
separately, just as the water rates are, so 
that it would not appear iu the taxes.aud 
as every resident would be beuefltted, all 
would share alike iu payiug for such 
benefit. The plan is certainly worthy of 
careful consideration. 


Theme is an almost uuivcrsal feeling 
among all classes at the uorth that only 
we in the north are really civilized and 
honest while in the Mouth barbarism aud 
corruptiou prevails. It is a very satis- 
factory feeling, but once iu a while some- 
thing happens to give an uncomfortable 
doubt. For instance, both branches of the 
legislature of South Carolina have passed 
an ami-free railroad pass bill, wbicb 
applies to members of the legislature, 
•■•ate and county officials, aud judges of 
any court uf record in the state. Here 
io Massachusetts we have been striving 
for years iu vain to have auch a bill 
pasaed, but the attractions of the free- 
pass has proved too much for the viiTUe 
of the majority, aud the free-pass bribe 
still remains to make the holders of it 
look with not uofrieudly eyes ou what- 
ever scheme the railroad corporations 
desire. The average of wealth in South 
Carolina is less than iu Mhsaachusetts, 


so that the free-pass would naturally 
assume larger proportions to the legis- 
lator of that stato, but evidently ho is 
anlc to rise above mere pecuniary con- 
siderations. The railroad pass ought to 
go, in every state, and South Carolina 
lias set an example that Massachusetts 
may well follow. The Boston Business 
Men’s association has recently resolved 
against this bribe and there ought to be 
a lively effort this year to free tho 
General Court from tho aeandal. 

Tnx returns from tho different 
ohurches of contributions for Hospital 
Sunday are being studied with a good 
deal of intorost, and it is a faot worthy 
of comment tbat throo churebea in 
Newton proper gave over half of tho 
amount contributed to the hospital, so 
far as reported. The other wards have 
often made good-natured fun of Wards 
Oue and Seven for thoir lack of local 
spirit, but when it comes to standing by 
tho great charitable institution of the 
oity, in whoso success the reputation of 
the city is involved, thoso two wards 
appear to bo able to give a more than 
generous account of themselves. 


The approach of the New Yoar makes 
it a very appropriate time for the School 
Board to be wrestling with their rutes. 
If they should do away with all the old 
ones and begin the year with a oomplete 
new Bet of resolutions, what hope there 
would be of the future. Judging from 
the numerous and lengthy sessions, 
many of the members must be like Eph- 
raim of old, wedded to their idols, or to 
the old rnles, and want to be let alone. 


A Waltham junk dealer bought some 
things of an Auburudale family, and all 
Waltham had a terriblo scare yesterday 
whon one of the articles turoed out to 
be a zinc-lined box, containing four cans, 
which he supposed were full of nitro- 
glycerine. The box was carefully con- 
veyed to a vacant lot by some brave men, 
and retiring to a safe distance, they fired 
upon it with a rifle, and breathlessly 
awaited results. No terrible explosion 
came, however, and the box proved to 
contain only harmless chemicals. 


It is a matter of curious interest why 
William Morris and other artists advo- 
cate Socialism. Walter Crane, the well 
known Englishman, will have an article 
in the January Atlantic Mouthly answer- 
ing the query Why Socialism appeals to 
Artists?

THE ALItKHMRN HAVE MANY HKAKINQS 
AND BEGIN TO WIND VP BUSINESS. 


Tho board of aldermen mot Monday 
evening, with all the members present 
and Mayor Hibbard presiding. The first 
business was the bearing on the petition 
of the 

NEWTON A BOSTON STOKKT RAILWAY 
for a franchise and location on certain 
streets between Newtonvillo and Newton 
Centre. 

Ex-Alderman S. L. Powers appeared 
for the railway company and said he had 
hoped to have the President, Mr. A. It. 
Mitchell, present, but he was confined to 
his house with the grip, and in fact near- 
ly the whole board of directors were laid 
up wi\h the same uncomfortable epidem- 
ic. The board had granted a franchise to 
tho Garden City Street Railway com- 
pany, to use the stotage battery system, 
and with incorporators who lived some 
of them in Newton and others elsewhere. 
Hut tho chief memberajof that company 
had decided to make a new start, re- 
organize the company, chango the name 
to one that would express tho ultimate 
purpose of the company, and choose new 
directors who would all be Newton men. 
The compauy expected ultimately to ex- 
tend their road to connoct with the West 
End at Chestnut Hill, and also to New- 
ton Highlands and possibly to Upper 
Falls. Four-fifths of the stock was 
owned by Newtou men and all the direc- 
tors were Nowton men. They would 
use tho storage battery system if it was 
practicable, but if not they wanted to 
usq the overhead system, but not until 
the storage battery had beon fairly tried. 
They expected the hearty co-operation of 
all on the south side of the city. 

Alderman Harbach asked if they in- 
tended to lay a wiro underground, for 
uso in case the storage battery failed. 

Mr. J. N. Kellar said they did, it would 
be less expensive than to wait till after- 
wards. 

Aldermau Coffin asked when they 
would start work. 

Mr. Kellar said just as soon as the 
seVrer is laid and the streets could be 
worked. ’ 

Mayor Hibbard read a communication 
from the Nowton Central Street Railway 
compauy, stating that they had filed a 
petition provious to that of the Garden 
City and been given leave to withdraw. 
The Garden City Co. had failed to make 
uso of their franchise and the Newton A 
Boston was composed practically of the 
same men. There was no.storage battery 
system iu successful operation anywhere 
and all attempts had so far been failures. 
The Boston A Albany had had ample 
time to make changes at Nowtouville to 
obviate tho necessity of crossing the 
tracks, but so far they had failed to do 
anything, to redcoin the promises they 
had made, and there was therefore no 
need of considering them. The Central 
Co. were ready to begin work April 1st, 
1S02, and have the road in operation J uly 
1st, and they asked to have their petition 
revived and that they be granted a loca- 
tion. 

The mayor .aid that the petition had 
been refused instead of the petitioners 
beiug given leave to withdraw, and the 
city solicitor bad stated that therefore a 
new petition would be uecessary. 

Mr. Huestis asked if the new company 
intended to give a fair trial to the stor- 
age battery system and Mr. Kellar re- 
plied that they did, after which the hear- 
ing was closed. 

AUSTIN STltEET EXTENSION. 

The bearing on this question brought 
out no one who wished to be beard, and 
a letter from T. H. Carter, copies of 
which had been sent to all the aldermen, 
was filed and the hearing closed. 

Tho minutes of the last meeting were 
then read and approved, and concurrent 
business was disposed of.

WOMEN AID THE HOSPITAL. 


THE QUIET AND EFFICIENT VVOItK OF THE 
LADIES’ HOSPITAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


The work of the Ladies’ Hospital Aid 
Association of Newton has contributed 
not a little to the success, wbioli has at- 
tended the Newton Cottage Hospital 
since its dedication, June 5, I860, and to 
ascertain something of its historv, a 
Graphic representative learned these 
facts by an interview. 

Tho organization was first suggested 
by Dr. Edwarq A, Whistou, the first sec- 
retary of tho hospital, who received his 
idea front a similar association con- 
nected with a hospital in Orange, N. J. 

The result was that all ladies inter- 
ested In the hospital were invited to 
meet in Eliot church parlors, July 3, 
1885. Theto wero thirty-three ladies 
present aud the Ladies’ Aid Association 
was first formed. The following resolu- 
tion was then adopted: — “That the 
ladies of Nowton associate themselves as 
a Ladies’ Aid Association for the pur- 
pose of working for tho hospital.’’ A 
committee to draft bylaws was appointed 
and at a later meeting officers and direc- 
tors were chosen. 

Mrs, Alvah Ilovoy, of Nowton Centre, 
was the first president of the association, 
and her efforts iu its behalf have been so 
valuable that she has been retained in 
t hat position up to tho preseut time. 

The directors and officers had at that 
timo and still have a (host arduous duty 
to perform, that of soliciting money and 
donations for the hospitnl, a work that 
has been remarkably well performed by 
those upon whom the duty moro espec- 
ially devolves. This does not mean that 
the directors aud officers were the only 
ones to perform this work, for each mem- 
ber of the association is supposed to do 
all for its interests possible, but the col- 
lections and solicitation devolves upon 
the directors as their especial work. The 
annual fee of membership iu the associ- 
ation is $2 aud for the first few years 
new members had to be solicited and the 
yearly dues had to be collected from 
each member by the directors in the dif- 
ferent wards. 

In framing the by-laws was considered 
the question of bow much or how little 
the association would take upon them in 
thpir work for the hospital. It was con- 
sidered that the association could do 
more than furnish the hospital when 
completed, but it would be ton great a 
task to support tbe hospital aud thus 
Art. II was framed • • “to 

support the .hospital and assist in its 
maintenance.’’ 

From the first there has been a gene- 
rous response from tbe ladies of New- 
ton, and the directors have held steadily 
to their work for the past six years. 
Beside the annual contributions there 
have been large numbers of donations 
of fruit, flowers, books, magazines and 
hospital supplies. Whenever there has 
been a need for articles of comfort aud 
convenience at the hospital there has al- 
ways been someone ready to furnish it, 
and the hospital has thus been kept un- 
usually well supplied. 

Tbe visitiug committee visit the hos- 
pital each month aud have been of great 
service to the matron by their kindly aid 
au-i counsel, and it is their work to re- 
port any needs of the hospital to the as- 
sociation. 

The association holds regularly a 
meeting each mouth at which reports 
from the directors, tho visitiug and 
other committees are considered. Oue 
great service of the association to the 
hospital is in extending a knowledge of 
tlie latter’s good woik through all parts 
of Nowton. 

Tlie membership of the Ladies’ Aid 
Association has increased from the orig- 
inal thirty-three womeu who attended 
thd first meeting six yuats ago until it 
now numbers over 400. It ought to bo 
rlouhlu that, and largo accessions are 
hoped for the coming year. Iu the first 
year tlie sum of $3,578.37 was raised for 
furnishing the hospital and $221) was the 
sum raised by donations, making a total 
$3,802.37. 

The first item was raised in various 
ways, by solicitation and by various en- 
tertainments iu the different wards, the 
hospital being furnished by tlie trustees, 
aud tlie ladies paying the hill. 

The second yeai most of tlie income 
was from donations and subscriptions, 
and lilts total amounted to $1,231.43. The 
thud year the amount was $773 75; 
fourth year $040 40, aud in 1800, $003 25, 
making u total income to the hospital 
from this source up to Jan. 1, 1800, of

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SEWER ASSESS VESTS. 


To the Editor of the Gbaphic: 

A PLAN PROPOBRD THAT HAS MUCH TO 
RECOMMEND IT. 


By general tacit oouspnt of the mem- 
ben of the city government the subject 
of fixing sewer aseessments has been 
laid_over until next year. 

This has beon done not because there 
was no plan proposed by any member of 
the City government, for there Is now be- 
fore the committee on ordinances an 
amendment at length by a member of 
the board of aldermon and published In 
full In the Newton Graphic of Juno 
10th, 1801. . 

This proposed plan puts the payment 
for the trunk sewers, amounting to 
about $400,000, upou the oity as a whole, 
and the payment for the oolleoting 
system of sewers amounting to about 
$1,400,000, upon the roal estate abutting 
on the lines of the sewer; the payment 
by the abuttors boing arranged as fol- 
lows: 1-2 cent per sq. ft. baok 180 foet 
from the street, 25 cents per front ft. and 
a fee of $20.00 for the privilege of 
entrance to tho sower. 

With the statutes of the Common- 
wealth as they are at the present time, 
this proposed plan is probably as equi- 
table a division of the expense as can bo 
made, for it reoognizes all but one of tho 
varied interests that are involved, viz: 

First. Value to roal estate along the 
line of the sewer in propoition to its 
area. 

Second. Value to real OBlate along 
the lino of tbo sower in proportion to its 
frontage. 

Third. That no person should be re- 
quired to pay the full assessment on 
his real estate bordering on the sowor, 
until he usob tho Bower. 

Fourth. That tho whole populatiou of 
the city is beneflttod by the introduction 
of a general systom of sewerage, and 
therefore that all tax-payers should pay 
at least a small proportional part of the 
cost. 

The personal property assoBsod in 
Newton is about 1-4 of all the property 
taxed. By the proposed plan this 1-4 of 
all tho property taxod pays 'about 1-10 of 
the tax ou sewers, and all the real estate 
in Newton pays about 3-10 of the tax on 
sowers in proportion to the value of said 
real estate. 

As the state very wisely requires that 
all property both real and personal 
should bear the expense of the oost of 
the groat Metropolitan sower, so should 
the city continue the same wise policy 
and charge upon all property alike both 
real and personal, the cost of extending 
the great Metropolitan sewer by moans 
of large trunk sowers to the various 
residential centres of our city. 

It was stated above that “all but one 
of the interests involved” are considered 
in the abovo proposod plan. 

Unfortunately this one cannot be con- 
sidered as the law now stnuds, and yet. 
in a sense, it is really more important 
thnn any other for it practically embracer 
all ethers. It Is that a man should pay 
for. just what he yets. 

It is that idea which is at the basis of 
the plan proposed by Dr. Crehoro at the 
public hearing in West Newton some 
months ago, and is at tho basis of the 
plan presented at a recent mooting in 
Waltham, Dooomber 10, by Mr. John E. 
Sopor. 

Both Dr. Crehore and Mr. Sopor 
claim, and that very reasonably, that 
this faet can bo determined by measur- 
ing the water that goes into a building 
and then making au annual chargo for 
carrying oil this water through the sower 
in proportion to the amount used. 

Both Dr. Crehore and Mr. Sopor 
would combine the sower and water 
departments of their respective cities 
and thus diminish the cost of mainten- 
ance. 

In addition to the above mentioned 
proposod plan it is also understood that 
there is another plan which is iavored by 
some members of the city government, 
but which has not yet been formally 
proposed. It is a plan of assessment 
charging the whole oost of the system of 
sewors on the roal estate abutting ou the 
line of tho sowor by a tax of F cent per 
square foot, back 180 foet from the 
street. Tho city of Boston makes au 
assessmout for sowers of 1 cent per 
square foot back 100 feet from the stroet. 

Thus it will be soon that this plan 
while recognizing only one of tho above 
named interests involved, and any plan 
should rocoguizo them all, would make 
tho real estate owners of Newton 
pay nearly double as much as is charged 
the real estate owuors of Uostou for tho 
same privilege. No plnn has been 
pressed for action by the present city 
govurumout, probably because it is the 
general hopo that tho logislaturo this 
winter will make such changes in the 
laws of tho Commonwealth ns will 
allow, not ouly Newton, but all other 
citios aud towns to make such assess- 
ments for sewers as will be equitablo 
when the special conditions in each case 
are considered. That tho legislature 
should be willing to do this is a quite 
reasonable supposition when we remem- 
ber, that so recont a legislature as that 
of 1800 gavo to the city of Malden a 
special uct by wkioli that oity is allowed 
to make annual assessments, or indeed 
almost any equitablo assessment that 
it deems best. This special act may 
be found in Chap. 188 of the Acts of 
1800. 

Tho portions of this act to which we 
would now call attention, read as follows: 

“The oity oouuoil may by ordinance 
establish auuuul rates to be paid by tho 
owners or occupants of ostates upon any 
street or way, through which a main 
drain or common sewer lias been con- 
structed, providing the grade or levol of 
suid estates is such that tho suwagu from 
said estate can bo drained into such 
drain or sower, aud may change the 
saino from time to timo. Unimproved 
estates may be excepted, either while 
unimproved or for a term of years, or 
such discrimination muy be made for the 
relief of said estates iu fixing tho amount 
of said annual rates us may be doomed 
oquitable. Tho city council by ordinance 
shall tlx the sums which suoli owners 
may pay iu lieu of said annual rates, and 
said sums shall, upou the written re- 
quest of any of said owners, be ap- 
portioned in tlireo equal parts to be paid 
in each of the three years, uuxt ensuing. 

if said receipts shall be iusullicieut In 
pay the interest on said scrip or bonds, 
and to meet the requirements of the 
sinking fund, the deficiency shall bo 
raised annually by taxation.” 

The special act given to Malden is 
very broad, just aud equitable, aud there 
is uo reason why the general publio 
stututes should not be so umouded that 
all cities aud towns should have similar 


privilege*. At the present time It !• not 
only the oity of Newton, bnt also Wal 
than end Watertown together with th 
cities and towns on the Mystlo valley 
branoh of the sewer, other than Malden, 
that are now directly interested in this 
subject, and it is oertatnly to be hoped 
that the citizens of all these places will 
give the subjeot prompt attention. 
When suoh changes in legislation have 
been obtained we shall then be in posi- 
tion to arrange a system of assessments 
that will not only be just and equitable, 
but also reasonably satisfactory to all 
parties concerned. A Subscriber.

Virginia's Nickname. 

Intor-Ocoan tells that tbo authorities 
in tho oolony of Virginia, at the time of 
the contest In England between the 
Stuarta and Cromwell, appear to have 
beei devoted to the Stuarts, and when

In this way Virginia came to be 
known among the American colonies as 
the Old Domiuiou.

THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


The contest over the Preeideucy of the 
CoudcII was remarkable for its good- 
natured harmony this year. There 
were two candidates, Messrs. Roffe and 
Bothfeid, but when the latter was in- 
formed by his frionds who had taken the 
matter up that there would bo a tie vote, 
in all probability, he promptly took him- 
self out of the race, leaving a clear Held 
for Mr. RofTo, the veteran member of the 
Council, and lie was tho unanimous 
choice of the caucus. 

TJhero have been many sharp lights 
over the office, and every year sees the 
same equal division of the votes, and 
the same eager canvassing until the 
question is settled. It is greatly to the 
credit of the members of that body, 
however, that usually as soou as the 
contest is over, all rivalry is forgotten 
and no one would be able to discover 
from any indications at the meetings 
who was tho defeated candidate. 

Tho position carries with it the honor 
of a place on the school committee, aud 
also the great discomfort of haviug to 
apportion the members to the several 
committees. It is no easy task to satisfy 
all the members, as there are not im- 
portant places enough to go round, aud 
occasionally there is a member who 
would not be satisfied with less than a 
position on all the important commit- 
tees, so that Mr. Koffie is not to bo 
envied for the next few days. To 
satisfy all is impossible, and to displease 
all is not 60 difficult, and we are not 
sure but the latter is the wisest course. 

Mr. Roffe is well qualified to fulfil the 
duties of presiding officer, his long ex- 
perience has made him familiar with the 
routine, and he is such a fair-minded 
man that his decisions will be sure to be 
received with respect, even if he is not 
able to satisfy all. His successful busi- 
ness experience and bis kuowledge of 
the city will make him a valuable aud 
practical member of the school board. 

The caucus also gave a unanimous 
re-nomination to its clerk, John C. 
Brimblecom, aud some flattering words 
were said of his excellent record in the 
paat. 


Chairman Clarkson of the Repub- 
lican National Committee says it is timo 
that tho “protcctiou of manufacturing 
interests” as against nil other iutorosts 
shall ceAso to bo the chief article In tho 
Republican creed, and that tho next 
national campaign will be fought on tbo 
right of tho Southern negro to vote. 
The material will give way to the 
sentimental, if Clarkson has his way, 
and he evidently thinks there is “another 
president in the bloody shirt.” One 
man can not make the issues of a cam- 
paign, however, and it is doubtful If Mr. 
Clarkson has his way. People and 
polltios both have a way of going for- 
ward instead of backward.

A Co-operative Boot Factory. 

A striking proof of the steady progress 
of the principle of co-operative produc- 
tion was given Friday at Leicester, 
where over 500 delegates from all parts 
of the kingdom assembled to assist at 
the formal opening of the largest co-op- 
erative boot and shoe factory in the 
world. The factory stands on six acres 
of ground. The buildings cost $150,000, 
and when fitted witli machinery the to- 
tal outlay will have been $230,000. The 
working capital will be $1,000,000, and 
tlie factory will be able to turn out 50,- 
000 pairs of boots every week. Thin huge 
enterprise lias been and will continue to 
lie managed by workingmen, and tlie 
men who muke tlie boots will share in 
the profits earned by their labor. — Lon- 
don Cor. New York Times. 


Curl.ill. Recovery of I.OHl HcrortU. 

Gorham met with a serious loss over 
twenty years ago. About 1871 it was 
discovered that a book containing the 
earliest town records, from its incorpora- 
tion iu 1754 to 1815, was missing. The 
town offered a reward for its return and 
rnuuy individuals joined in the search, 
but hope of finding these records was 
abandoned long ago.

NEWTON INDUSTRIAL EDUCAI ION. 


To ths Editor of Uie Okavhic:— 

Industrial education has taken root in 
Newton,— let us hope to stay and grow. 
The beginning it has made is small, but 
it has already been productive of results 
far beyond the expectations of its sup- 
porters. Its growth depends on the 

n ile of Nowton. If they really waut 
toy will dumand it nnd will get it. 

It is time tho city had an industrial 
Kchool iu every ware!. Parents are often 
hoard to suy, “My boy loves to tinker; I 
wisl) be could liuve au opportunity to 
learn properly, especially that he might 
have occupation during llie long vaca- 
lion," This usually comus from tho en- 
lightened, well-to-do parents; tho ones 
that are awake to the needs ot their chil- 
dren, and that are often ready if need 
be, to pay for the advautage. 

When tho beginning was niadoiu New- 
ton, it beiug impossible to give all tbe 
opportunity, a loeality was selected 
where it would serve a double purpose; 
not only giving oxcellent ground for try- 
ing tbe experiment, but also beiug a help 
to people little able to provide any such 
advantage for their children or keep 
them from idleness or misohief during 
the summer months. 

In July 1888, the Social Scienoe Club 
of Newton opeued a small school in 
ThompBonville where about fifty girls 
were taught sewing and mending. This 
venture proved so suooessful that tbe 
following summer, leaving this work in 
other bauds, they opened a similar 
sohool in Nonantum where a much 
larger field awaited them, more than oue 
hundred ohildren being connected with 
the sohool. Classes in carpentry were 
added; a small outfit of tools was pur- 
chased aud beuohes were made by tbe 
boys. 

The following summer the ueeded kit- 
ohen utensils were purchased and four 
olasses in oookiug were held eaob week. 
A little later tbe gift of a email printing 
outfit encouraged the starting of olaasea 
iu tbia branoh. 

Last July the sohool at Nouautum op- 
eued for Its third seasou with olaases iu 
all four branohes, aewiug, cooking, oar- 
pentry and printing. In all the depart- 
ments the aim waa to make the instruc- 
tion suoh as would be of real practical 
uae to the boy or girl. In tbe oarpeutry 
olaas, for tnatauoe, tbe hoy was taught 
not merely to make a box, nut after be- 
iug Instructed iu the uae of tool*, he wm 
taught to make the joint that would ap- 
ply equally well to the box or door-jam, 
a nower-treJlla or the frame of a bouse. 
The system followed was that of B. F. 
Eddy, in bis series of oharte ou "Lessous 
iu Wood-work.” 


The Idea wsa not so much to teach a 
trade aa to ineuloale prlnciplea. The 
training of the eye and hand waa of the 
first importance. 

Tim printing clasa, though necessarily 
amall, proved popular and made good 
progreaa. 

In the aewiug department, when one 
considers that the average age of the pu- 
pils did not exceed ten and three-fifths 
years, a remarkable amount of work was 
accomplished, The total number of gar- 
ments made was 160. These included all 
kinds of undergarments, aprons and tires 
of every description, besides tbirly-one 
complete dresacB. A special point was 
made of mending and a lesson was given 
each week. After practise in patching 
and darning on sample pieces, tlioy were 
expected to bring garments from borne 
to mend, Excellent work was done in 
this line. 

Tbe girls in the cooking classes were 
expected to practice at home and a rec- 
ord was kept of what they did. During 
the eight weeks session of the school, 
the nineteen girls connected with this 
department cooked at home three hun- 
dred and seventy-three dishes, an aver- 
age of twenty for eaoh girl, and built one 
hundred and ninety-five fires, an average 
of ten for eaoh girl. Most sstisfactory 
results were observed at the close of tbe 
season’s work, where each girl showed a 
dish she had prepared at home. 

The Social Science Club and its friends 
have each year raised tbe funds for tbe 
support of the sohool. LMt season, six 
teachers, beside the principal, were em- 
ployed and materials and utensils were 
purchased. 

Through the generosity and public 
spirited ness of 'the owner, Mr. Henry 
W. Wellington, they bad the free ubb of 
the Athenaeum building on Dalby street, 
which was excellently adapted for the 
purpose. 

A small financial return was made by 
the pupils. The gills who had cooking 
lessons paid Uvon.to-five cents for the 
course toward the expense of the mater- 
ials. The boys did the same, but in their 
case tho twenty-five cents was returned 
if they weie not absent more thau three 
times. The girls in the sewing depart- 
ment paid for the cost of the material in 
the garment they had made, provided 
they wished to own the garments, as in 
most every case they did. 

The .Social Science club would like to 
tako this opportunity to thank all those 
who in the past have so generously 
helped by their contributions to carry 
on this much needed work. 

The undertaking can in no way be 
termed a “thankless task” for beside the 
hearty nppioval of all who visi'ed the 
school or know of its work, the parents 
of the children themselves felt, and ex- 
pressed a sincere appreciation of what 
was boitig accomplished. 

Since the above was written, classes in 
carpentry for boys and girls have been 
opened at Miss Spear’s private school on 
Washington street. This is another 
hopeful sign of the times and we wish 
as much could be recorded of the public 
schools. x. x. x.
